Our boats are used for plea- 
sure rowing, and piloting of 
open water swims. They must be 
rowed in order to be in good 
condition, and they must be 
maintained in good condition 
so they can be rowed. There 
are too few rowers to even be- 
gin to maintain all the Club's 
boats) the next obvious and 
much larger group to share re- 
sponsibility for the boats 
must be those swimmers who 
participate in open water 
swims. Without the boats, 
these swims would not be poss- 
ible. 

Both skilled and unskilled 
labor is required. Stripping, 
scraping, sanding, oiling. 
Varnishing and miscellaneous 
schlepping can be done by 
anyone. But there is also a 
need for skilled woodworkers 
to get involved with the 
boats, who would smack their 
chops at the idea of learning 
about tingles, apple knees, 
pintles and gudgeons. 

It is estimated that 500 to 
1000 hours of volunteer labor 



will be put into the hundreds 
of little tasks involved in 
restoring the cronin and 
Hughes . Each boat needs to be

•Must be a member at least 
three months prior

•Out ef town members must 
have swum at least two Gol- 
den Gate or Alcatraz swins 
in the past three years 

•No one may swim both days 
scheduled for the Golden 
Gate swim. 

The f 20 swim fee, for those 
who plan to enter any swimming 
events daring the year, is due 
at the start of the swimming 
season. Anyone who has not 
paid by June 1 must pay an 
additional $7.50 late fee. 

No swimmer will be allowed 
te participate in any swim 
without a regulation orange 
cap. Caps may be purchased 
at the club from Joe Brvino.

COVE POLLUTED? 



WHAT THE SIGlSrS MEAN 



Signs warning that the cove 
is polluted and should not 
be used are posted at Aquatic 
Parle at the first rainfall and 
left for the winter's duration. 
The pollution is not continu- 
ous. When rain overloads the 
sewage system, raw sewage dis- 
charges into the Bay. whether 
there is an overflow depends 
on the amount of rainfall in a 
given time, in conjunction 
with use of the sewage system. 
A heavy rainfall during a peak 
hour of sewage use, for ex- 
ample, would likely produce a 
discharge. Ken Sato of the 
S.F, Department of Health re- 
commends not swimming for four 
days following rainfall, but 
by calling the Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant at 111 Bay — 558- 
4231 — you can find out 
whether sewage has actually 
been released o The main dan- 
ger of raw sewage is infec- 
tious disease, primarily hep- 
atitis. Old timers at the 
Club, though, can recall no 
one becoming ill in this way. 
Doc Howard used to recommend 
not swimming for a few days 
after the first heavy rain, 
since the overflow then is 
likely to be more potent.

SHORE FISHIITG IE SAN FRANCISCO 




We asked Fred Herms to contri- 
bute his wisdom on fishing in 
San Francisco Bay. He sent the 
following I 

This is a briefi ac- 
count of angling 
from three of San 
Francisco's beaches, 
based on my obser- 
vations over the 
years . 

Aquatic Park Beach i 
Hours permitted for 
fishing may varyi 
consult Lifeguard. 
Barred, redtail, 
walleye surfperch, white and 
rubberlip seaperch, and pile- 
perch are frequently caught 
February through April. Striped 
bass are occasionally hooked 
during this period; however, 
the best months seem to be 
October through December. Star 
Starry flounders are sometimes 
abundant in February and March. 
Small brown rockfish (bolina) 
can be caught throughout the 
year, the first half of a 
flood tide occurring during 
early evening hours. Pacific 
sanddabs appear during winter 
when the water temperature 
drops to 47°F. 

Baker Beach i Barred, redtail, 
calico, walleye, and silver 
surfperch constitute the prime 
attraction February through 
May. Stray striped bass are 
sometimes hooked during these 
months. Better catches are 



made October and November. 
Sandsole are plentiful August 
and September. Occasionally a 
California halibut as large as 
35 pounds is beached, a whole 
anchovy used as bait. 

Ocean Beach i Barred, redtail, 
walleye, and silver surfperch 
are present throughout the 
year. Striped bass are often 
landed in numbers June and Ju- 
ly, and again September and 
October . 

Tides t Aquatic Park and Baker 
Beaches — the first two hours 
of flood with a 3.5 foot dif- 
ference or greater between 
low and high. Often the last 
hour of ebb preceding the same 
is opportune. 

ocean Beach — the last hour 
of a strong flood, and the 
first two hours of ebb there- 
after. 

Bait I For surfperch — pile 
worms, sand crabs, and Small 
fillets of seraifrozen macker- 
el. 

Seaperch and pileperch — pile 
worms, grass shrimp and frozen 
raw prawns. 

Striped bass and rockfish — 
pile worms, mackerel fillets 
and frozen anchovies. 
Starry flounders, sand sole 
and Pacific sanddabs — not 
very selective. 
Mackerel and prawns may be 
purchased inexpensively in 
Chinatown. 



Lures i Mickey Mouse and Hop- 
kins #4h cast at Ocean Beach 
for bass when birds feed on 
anchovies closet to shore. 

Rods and Reels i for Aquatic 
Park Beach — any rod capable 
of casting a 2 to 4 ounce 
sinker, reel adapted to rod. 
Baker and ocean Beaches — 
a rod 11 feet or longer which 
can cast a sinker as heavy as 
8 ounces. Although a spinning 
reel is recommended for a 
spinning rod, i prefer the 
conventional type such as the 
Penn 140 Squidder.

Hooks and Leaders i The 2/0 
octopus is my favorite o At ti 
times I use 3/0 or 4/0 for 
bass in the surf. Two hooks 
are attached to a 3 foot surf 
leader (30 pound test), one 
on each loop thereof.

Beach — 2 to 4 ounce pyramid. 
Baker Beach — 5 ounce pyramid, 
ocean Beach — 8 ounce pyramid.

FIRE DAMAGES CLUB 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 23 - A fire was lit under the deck of the 
Dolphin Club annex (formerly the S.F. Rowing Club) shortly af- 
ter dark Friday, November 21. The fire destroyed the annex and 
parts of the original Dolphin Club, including portions of the 
west wall, the Men's Locker Room, the roof, the tfieland shed 
and the decking. There were broken windows and other breakage, 
as well as smoke and water damage, throughout the rest of the 
building. 

Fortunately several members were in the Club at the time 
and pulled the boats to safety. The Staib Room, the boat room 
and other rooms east of these appear salvageable. All trophies 
and most photographs and documents were relatively undamaged. 
Quick action by those present and by Fire Department forces 
prevented what could easily have been a total loss. 

Unless there are unforeseen problems, a temporary wiring 
hookup will enable the Club to use the Women's Locker Room by 
the middle of the week, making it possible for everyone to 
continue athletic activities at the Club.

Showers and lockers are also available from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
at the GGNRA lifeguard's facilities behind the lifeguard sta- 
tion. Locks must be brought and removed each visit. 

Many Club members arrived over the weekend to clean up and 
get the Club back in operation, but much more work Is needed. 
Jack Giacomini is in charge of volunteers. A signup sheet is 
posted on the downstairs bulletin board. 

The Club will be rebuilt and remodeled, accomodating those 
members currently without locker space, to the extent possible 
within the limitations of the insurance policies. The Dolphin 
Club and annex were both insured, but details of the lease and 
the insurance policies remain to be clarified after the week- 
end by the Club's lawyers and City officials. 

At an emergency Board meeting Saturday afternoon, Frank Drum 
was appointed by the Board to act temporarily as the Club's 
representative in dealings with the City, insurance companies 
and contractors, subject to Board approval, until the clubhouse 
is rebuilt* 

Another special Board meeting Is scheduled for Wednesday, 
November 26, at 6 p.m.

The Board opted to try to pay for the 
sprinkler system with this assessment plus regular operating 
funds, rather than borrow the money, so the debt would be 
paid quickly.

When the Club holds a cross-bay swim, we are required to 
apply nearly a month in advance for a permit from the 
Coast Guard. Information about the swim is published in the 
Notice to Mariners and sent to the San Francisco Vessel Traf- 
fic Center and System. 

The Notice to Mariners tells 
yachters, shipping lines, etc. 



j that our swim will be taking 
! place. The Traffic Center, 
manned by the Coast Guard, is 
equipped with radar and is in 
radio communication with boats. 
The Traffic Center controls 
vessel traffic in the bay, but 
it is not their function to 
direct movement, such as or- 



dering large vessels to wait 
for swim completion. They can 
help by informing ships of our 
presence and by telling us 
what traffic can be expected. 
Our swim pilots and support 
crews can monitor Traffic 
Center vessel communications 
on Channel 13 (156.65 Mhz FM). 
Channel 16 (156.80 Mhz FM) is 
for serious emergencies.

WHEN DUES ARE DUE, 
WHAT DUES ARE DUE 



Many members are confused 
about dues and assessments 
this year, owing to the word- 
ing of 1981 billing statements, 
changes in the Constitution 
and the assessment imposed by 
the Board. 

.Who is subject to the assess- 
ment? 

.What does the 1981 "Dues 
Statement" cover? 

.When must debts to the Club 
be paid to avoid loss of 
membership? 

These questions are answered 
below. 

NOTICE TO ALL LIFE MEMBERS 
& OUT-OF-TOWN MEMBERS 

Out-of-town members are sub- 
ject to the assessment, life 
members are not. Originally the 
Board voted to assess all mem- 
bers, including life members, 
S60.00 for 1981. This decision 
was reaffirmed by the Board at 
the January meeting, and life 
members were then billed for 
the full assessment. But sub- 
sequently the Board learned 
that life members had received 
certificates exempting them 
from assessments. Money paid 
on the assessment by life mem- 
bers is being returned to 
them. Those who have not paid 
should disregard the recent 
bill for the assessment. 

The following explains the 
difference between "assess- 
ment" and "dues" in this year's 
billing. 



NO DUES INCREASE 

Statements mailed for 1981 
mistakenly quoted dues for 
1981 as $215.00. There has 
been no dues increase. Below 
is an explanation of what mem- 
bers will pay the Club in 1981: 
Payment Per Month Per Year 



Dues $15.00 

Assessment 
(1981 only ) + 5.00 

Total if paid 
quarterly or 
semi-annually $20.00

$240.00 



However , as always , if the- 
dues are paid in January for 
the entire year, they are 
$160.00. And if the assess- 
ment is paid in January for 
the entire year, it is $50.00. 
So if the entire year is paid 
in January (which, of course, 
ia no longer possible) the 
cost is as follows: 

Dues $160.00 

Assessment + 50 . 00 

Total if paid $210.00 

in January 

To further confuse matters , 
the figure of $215.00 cropped 
up on the billing. This also 
was in error. The figure 
should have been the above 
$210.00. 

LESS TIME TO PAY, 
BIG TROUBLE IF YOU DON'T 

Finally, the new Constitu- 
tion shortens the due date 
from three months to one month. 
Dues and assessments must now 



be paid promptly in order to 
avoid being dropped from the 
membership. Members must now 
pay by the end of the month in 
which they are first billed. A 
or prior to the next Board 
meeting. If not, they will be 
dropped at that Board meeting. 
For example, a member billed in 
January would be dropped at 
the February 18 Board meeting 
for delinquency. 

A dropped member will lose 
his or her locker and be 
placed at the end of the lock- 
er waiting list, even though 
a dropped member may be rein- 
stated to membership at the 
discretion of the Board upon 
payment of overdue fees. 

Members will continue to be 
billed on a quarterly basis. 
For example, January billing 
will cover January, February 
and March. Dues may also be 
paid at time of billing for 
six months or a year.

'WIELAWD' RETURNS TO CLUB 



The Club's historic 40-foot 
boat , the Wie land , has re- 
turned after spending a few 
years at the Police Athletic 
Club in Hunter's Point being 
refurbished. Mark Hurley of 
the P.A.C. did much toward 
transporting and repairing the 
boat , as did Dolphins Al 
Casciato, Frank Drimi, Mickey 
Griffin, Jerry Kafka, Hans 
Kramer and Herman Zahler , and 
South Ender Mel Trowbridge. 

The Wieland is a rare 
six-oared (six rowers) barge 
built for the Club in Alameda 
in 1887. The Wieland and one 
other similar boat belonging 
to the South End Club are be- 
lieved to be the only two of 
their kind in the Western U.S- 

Much work must still be 
done to make the boat water 
tight. It is hoped that some 
member or members will be 
attracted to the Wieland . and 
see her restoration through. 

Lawton Hughes recalls that 
when he Joined the Club in 
1919, members used to take 
the boat out every couple of 
weeks , rowing to Tiburon or 
Sausalito and back. In the 
early 1950s it was raced 
against the South End Club's 



boat, the South End , built 
in 1915. 

"In 1953." Lawton says, 
"We rowed to Angel Island one 
day, and coming back we were 
swamped between Angel Island 
and Alcatraz. There was a 
five foot chop. The boat 
filled up with water and 
turned over. We were in prime 
viewof Alcatraz but they never 
called for help. We were in 
the water forty- five minutes. 
A fishing boat picked us up." 

ELECTION 
RESULTS 

Voters affirmed both issues 
put to members on the Dol- 
phin Club's 1981 ballot. The 
question "Shall the Club fi- 
nance athletic events, subject 
to Board approval?" passed 
narrowly, 160 to 157. The new 
Constitution received 237 
votes, with 73 against it. 
Lou Marcelli headed the 
Election Committee, as he has 
done for a decade Frank 
Alvarez , Chris Cadelago and 
Doris Trimble also worked for 
several hours tallying ballots .

SWIMMERS' DINNER 

The Swimmers' Dinner is set for 
March 21. All members are wel- 
come and invited to bring a guest. 
A sign-up sheet and further details 
will be on the Club bulletin board. 
In addition to announcing the win- 
ners of ten annual awards (perpet- 
ual trophies) , there will be 
special awards for pilots , galley 
crew, timers, judges and swimmers 
who earned the rifht to wear the 
Dolphin emblem based upon 1980 ac- 
tivities. The Polar Bear awards for 
the 1979-1980 winter swim and the 
1980-1981 winter swim, which con- 
cludes the same day, will also be 
presented . 

SOIffiTHING NEW ON ORANGE CAPS 

Swimmers are required to wear . 
orange tie caps with assigned 
numbers during races. But now, they 
are to add their names to the caps 
in one-loch block letters (front or 
both sides) as an aid to pilots and 
timers. 



ROLE OF PILOTS 

1. Safety of swimmers — ideally 
defining corridor of swim for 
swimmers and other boats. 

2. Pilots are not responsible for 
determining course of swim 

3. They are to keep boats away, pro- 
tect swimmers 

4. They have the final word on term- 
ination of a swim. 

5. If they pick up a swimmer, they 
should report name and number of 
swimmer to pick-up boat (escort) 
if cross channel-swim or to 
timers/officials at the finish. 

WHAT DOES SWIM FEE BUY? 

Your $20 swim fee covers insur- 
ance per participant, per event, 
amounting to several dollars per 
swimmer annually, plus awards. The 
Club ' s general fund also pays for 
a portion of the coffee and rolls 
available after the swims, and 
awards for "in town" events, 

DON'T JUST SIT IT OUT 

Those who do not swim in any given 
event are encouraged to help out 
by piloting (many paddleboards are 
available for non-rowers) , timing, 
and otherwise participating. Con- 
tact members of the Swim Commission 
if you need something to do. 

YOUR NAME IN PRINT 

Swimmers will Increase the chances 
of their names appearing correct- 
ly in the Dolphin Log and on swim 
results If they put their first and 
last names on the swim sign-up 
sheets. Penmanship counts.

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RECOVERING FROM THE FIRE

Matters are proceedir.g slow- 
ly following the November 
1980 fire. Nevertheless much 
work in the past three months 
has gone into assessing dam- 
ages and negotiating insur- 
ance settlements, planning 
restoration, negotiating with 
the City, and making the pre- 
sent facilities operable. 

TFie Board and the City ap- 
proved demolition of the an- 
nex. But Universal Studios of- 
fered several thousand dollars 
to use the site as a location 
for a few days before it is 
torn down. Demolition is ex- 
pected to begin before the 
end of February. 

The Club will receive 
$200,000 in insurance payment 
for the total loss of the an- 
nex. This money may only be 
used to demolish and recon- 
struct the destroyed building. 
The cost of damage to 
the Dolphin Club building is 



still being determined. 
The Dolphin Club building 
was covered under a sep- 
arate policy, 

Frank Drum was reappointed 
by the 1981 Board to repre- 
sent the Club in negotiations 
with the City regarding re- 
building. The City has ap- 
proved restoration and re- 
building of the damaged 
buildings as one building, 
but details must still be 
worked out . 

A Building Committee com- 
posed of Pete Biannucci, 
Jerry Kafka, Bill Walden and 
Herman Zahler is working with 
the Club's architect to de- 
sign and set priorities for 
the rebuilding, 

A Finance Committee was 
appointed to raise additional 
ftinds for rebuilding. Tom 
Silk chairs this committee: 
Gordon Cook, Jim Hill, Tom 
Macy, Joe Oakes and Dan 



Osborne are also members. 
Subcommittees reporting to 
the Finance Committee include 
Frank Drum, Brian Gilpin and 
Jamie Nelson. The Finance Com- 
mittee is eager for fiwidrais- 
ing ideas and suggestions 
from members . Mail should be 
addressed to Tom Silk c/o the 
Dolphin Club. 

Brian Gilpin, who has 
worked for several months on 
the Club's archives, is inter- 
ested in any photos taken af- 
ter the fire, for the archives. 

Dozens of volunteers, head- 
ed by Jack Giacomini , worked 
for many days following the 
fire to clear away debris , 
scrub the rooms , and make the 
Club safe and operable before 
constructions begins. Their 
efforts are greatly appreciat- 
ed. Thanks also to the South 
End Club for use of its facil- 
ities.

OPEN BOARD MEETINGS, OPEN ELECTIONS 

WAHT TO RU]Sr THE CLUB? 



A 11 Dolphins are welcome and 
■'^encouraged to attend meet- 
ings of the Board of Governors 
the third Wednesday of every 
month at 8:00 p.m. in the 
Staib Room. The meetings 
usually last about two hours 
and, depending upon the agenda , 
have been described as "unin- 
hibited fun," "healthy demo- 
cracy in action" and "the 
Wednesday Night Fights." They 
do accomplish their piirpose -- 
to discuss and decide such 
matters as finances, events 
and long-term policies. If you 
cannot attend, minutes are 
posted in the glass case out- 
side the Staib Room. 

Members are especially en- 
couraged to attend with the 
thought of running for the 
Board this year or next. Most 
members of the current Board 
will not be eligible for the 
positions they now hold within 
the next couple of years, so 
there must be an influx of new 
candidates. 

The new Constitution re- 
quires that no one may hold 
the same office for more than 
two consecutive years. This 
went into effect in 1981, so 
that the entire 1981 Board 
may run for the positions they 
now occupy only one more year. 
After that, they must either 
run for a different office or 
not run for at least one year. 
Several people currently on 
the Board are not planning to 
run for the 1982 Board. 

There are nine Governors at 
Large on the Board, plus five 



Club Officers: President, Vice 
President, Recording Secret- 
ary, Financial Secretary, 
Treasurer and Boat Captain. 
Any member in good standing 
who has been in the Club for 
one year may run for office. 
Declarations of candidacy, 
signed by five members in good 
standing, must be presented by 
candidates in person at the 
November meeting. The member- 
ship votes by mail, The term 
of office begins with the 
January meeting. Descriptions 
of Board positions are in the 



new Constitution, copies of 
which are available in the 
Staib Room or from Dave Hinton . 
The constitution also 
describes the nomination pro- 
cedure. 

There is an additional call 
for effort by new groups of 
people because of the strain 
due to the fire on the crew 
of people who already contrib- 
ute so much time to the Club.

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RECOVERING FROM THE FIRE 



rp he ban on visitors and 
■*■ guests subsequent to the 
fire has been revoked, and the 
suspension of new memberships 
has been revised. The Club is 
now open to visitors and guests , 
subject as usual to the 51.50 
fee (including children and 
other family members) . New 
members are being accepted as 
long as total membership does 
not exceed the total membership 
at the time of the fire, 

INSURANCE 

There were separate poli- 
cies covering the original 
Dolphin Club building and the 
Annex. For the total loss of 
the Annex the Club received 
$185,000. This represents full 
pajrment on the $200,000 policy- 
less the deductible and cer- 
tain expenses after the fire. 
In addition, the Club received 
$4200 from Universal Pictures 
for rental of the damaged 
building before demolition. 
The money is in a separate ac- 
count from the Dolphin Club 
general funds and is being re- 
invested at the highest inter- 
est rate available until the 
Club can act on a rebuilding 
plan. 

No insurance money has been 
accepted yet to cover the 
original Dolphin Club building 
and its contents. The matter 
is in arbitration. 

REBUILDING 

Rebuilding will probably 
not begin until insurance mat- 
ters are settled. The Annex 
was demolished and cleared in 



April and the property it 
stood on has been fenced in. 
The west wall of the original 
Dolphin Club is currently 
being shored up . 

Frank Drum continues to 
represent the Club in discus- 
sions with the Department of 
Recreation and Parks regarding 
rebuilding. The San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors passed an 
ordinance which allows the 
Club to receive tax-deductible 
contributions for rebuilding. 
The Club has already received 
$1110 in donations. 



Meanwhile installation 
of the fire sprinkler ing system 
in the Dolphin and South End 
Clubs is nearly complete. 

Various committees report 
on the progress of these mat- 
ters at the regular Board 
meetings . To minimize confu- 
sion, only the Club architect 
is to communicate with the 
fire insurance lawyer and with 
the sprinkler ing company. Only 
Pete Biannucci is to commimi- 
cate with contractors and 
their agents during rebuild- 
ing.

$250,000 GOAL TO REBUILD

NEW BAY BRIDGE RECORD 

Debra Howard broke a 69-year 
record for swimming the Bay 
Bridge to San Francisco. August 
14 Debra swam the span in one 
hour 51 minutes flat . The pre- 
vious record, set in 1912 by 
Walter Pomeroy of the Olympic 
Club, was longer by 13 seconds. 

Tankers and barges forced 
Debra to stop mid- swim, after 
her 6:09 a.m. start. She was 
accompanied by Judith Hagltmd, 
Dede Hill-Mey, Cathy Holton, 
Vince Huang, Ray Mey and Jamie 
Nelson in rowboats and on pad- 
dleboard. 

ENGLISH CHANNEL SUCCESS 

The six-man team sent by the 
Olympic Club to swim the 
English Channel, who are co- 
incidentally all Dolphins , 
crossed successfully on 
September 6, Tim Timken was 
first in the water at Shake- 
speare Beach near Dover, be- 
ginning the swim in the dark 
at 5:30 a.m. An hour later, 
as the sun came up. Bill Van 
Horn began the second one- 
hour leg. Bill Harlan, Charlie 
Rowan, Philip Gay and Lew Cook 
followed, and the order re- 
peated. Charlie Rowan swam 
ashore near Calais at 3:03 p.m., 
nine hours 33 minutes after 
the start. 

Big boats and ships crossed 
the course every ten minutes. 
The team was making record 
time until they neared the 
French coast, where tidal 
conditions kept them at a near 
standstill three miles from 
shore for two hours, 

Phil Gay described the water 
as sapphire blue. The water 
temperature was 64 degrees, the 
air 68 degrees. Lew Cook re- 
ported that their pilot, (who 
had guided 180 channel swim- 
ming attempts) said the 
weather had never been so 
perfect. But tidal conditions 
were such that Cindy Nicholas , 
who has made the swim 10 times, 
cancelled a planned swim for 
the same day. 

All men on the team stayed to 
vacation in England or the 
continent. 



ANOTHER MAUI TRIUMPH 

For the fourth year in a row 
the Dolphin Club women's 
team took first place in the 
women's division of the Maui 
Channel Relay, Morgan Kulla, 
Debra Howard, Cathy Holton, 
Barbara Sanders, Dede Hill-Mey 
and Linda Braski swam the 9.6 
miles in four hours 17 minutes.

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TIDES AND TIMES WAIT FOR NO SWIM 



In picking the times for 
swims: we are following a 
simple formula this year. West- 
to-east swims (such as Fort 
Point to Aquatic Park) we begin 
the swim two hours after low 
tide. East-to-west events (such 
as Pier 39) begin two hours 
after high tide. Cross-channel 
events (such as Alcatraz) begin 
20 minutes after high tide or 
30 minutes after low tide, with 
the fastest swimmers taking a 
straight course and slower 
swimmers having to allow for an 
eventual current near the end 
of the swim (near the entrance 
to the cove) . 



You will notice we take the 
tide reading and ignore the 
current tables . The current 
tables were projected on the 
basis of a short survey made by 
the National Oceanographic and 
Aeronautical Association, and 
the association admits they 
are not accurate. The tides, 
on the other hand, are very ac- 
curate, being related to the 
phases of the moon. 

On cross-channel swims the 
most desirable time is on a 
tide when the least amount of 
water is moving in and out of 
the bay. During a six-foot 
tide, for example, the water 



level in the bay rises six 

feet . This would be a strong 
tide. At the time of the July 
Triathalon swim there was only 
a two-foot tide -- a two-foot 
difference in water level 
between high and low tide. 

The Dolphin Club and South 
End Club alternate each year 
at taking first choice of a 
desirable tide for the Golden 
Gate swim date . 

I am completely responsible 
for the times selected for 
swimming events. If you have 
any questions I'd be glad to 
answer them.

WHAT MEMBERS WAISTT IN REDESIGNED CLUB 



A design workshop open to 
all members was conducted 
at the club on November 28, 
1981, by the fundraising com- 
mittee , with Peter Brand in 
charge. Throughout the after- 
noon several dozen club mem- 
bers inspected the clubhouse 
and adjacent lot, making re- 
commendations. Below are the 
cqmpiled results. This does 
not represent a definite plan 
at this time. A similar work- 
Rhop will take place this 
spring. 

Thanks to the fundraising 
committee and to non-members 
R.E. Thompson, Agi Ban and 
Meg Holmberg whose skill in 
conducting such workshops 
contributed to the success 
of this event. 



Men' s Locker Room : Most say 
expand into B Court, including 
vacant space between current 
locker room and B Court , and 
also women's locker room. Vir- 
tually imanimous recommenda- 
tion to move the sauna next to 
the shower. Consider a drying 
room and lounge in the expanded 
locker room. 



Women ' s Locker Room : Relocate 
and enlarge into new building 
or possibly into B Court area. 
Current area too crowded and 
narrow and lacks ventilation. 

Staib Room : Most want this tc 
stay as is , though some recom- 
mended conversion for locker 
space . Balcony too windy and 
cold -- might be improved by 
slanted wind barriers . 

Kitchen : Too small. Expand in 
place to serve Keenan Room and 
boathouse or perhaps place in 
new space if new dining area 
created there. 



Dining Room : Most favored con- 
version of weight room back to 
former purpose as mediimi sized 
dining area with view. One 
scheme placed new dining area 
on north end of new building, 
ground floor, taking advantage 
of view with the addition of a 
bar and intended to be suit- 
able for rental by groups. The 
latter scheme apparently chose 
to allow weightlif ters to stay 
where they are with a stretch- 
ing gymnasium separate on the 
second floor of new building. 



Gymnasium : Aside from above 
recommendation to separate the 
stretching, gymnastic tjrpe 
exercise from the barbells, 
most advocated schemes that 
relocated the weight room to a 
larger space with additional 
room for stretching. 

Library /History Room : New use 
to be placed for views on 
first or second floor of new 
building. A quiet place (no 
TV) with fireplace, room to 
display historical photographs 
and books on boatbuilding, San 
Francisco Bay natural history, 
etc . 

Office : Replace at new en- 
trance. Cinrrent office insuf- 
ficient to conduct business, 
sign in guests, sell club 
paraphernalia, etc. 

Boat Storage ; Additional 
storage needed in main floor 
of new building, near water. 
Recommended alternatives in- 
clude storage along new deck 
or under new main floor. Racks 
for bikes and surfboards . 
Existing boat repair and tool 
rooms should consolidate for 
best utilization of space.

Competitive Roughwater Rowing. A number of 
members, young and old, have expressed a nostalgia that 
we don't have a stronger (or any) roughwater racing pro- 
gram.

"On Sunday, October 20, 1963, a tragedy occurred on San 
Francisco Bay which shocked not only the Bay Area, but 
California and the whole nation. 

One of San Francisco's most outstanding young men, 
participating In a swimming event was maimed by the pro- 
peiler of a fishing boat and although tenaciously fighting for

He also swam the following; Catalina Channel, Salton 
Sea, Golden Gate Bridge to SF Airport. 

Steve Cuthbert. A lifeguard, swimmer, criminology 
graduate of UC Berkeley and a great swimmer and a great 
man. He was a pilot shot down over North Vietnam the 
last day of the war. He made it to the ground but then 
disappeared into the jungle never to be seen again, leav- 
ing a wife and 2 children.

Escape From Akatraz. This year the Escape From 
Alactraz Triathalon will take place on a favorable tide on 
Saturday, August 28, 1982. The time will be "early AM" 
and will depend on what the water tells us the day before. 

Entries and inquiries are coming in from all quarters. 
We have heard from Canada, Mexico, Belgium, and 
several eastern states. As usual, we can expect most of the 
entries to be from- the Bay Area, but southern California is 
catching on. I've been told that Kim Bushong is very in- 
terested, Kim led the entire bicycle portion of the Hawaii 
Ironman Triathalon in January, and is an L.A. lifeguard. 

We are limiting the field to 100. At $100.00 entry fee, we 
expect it to fill up before August 1. That will put $10,000 
into the club buUding fund. The club has budgeted $2000 
for the event so it will be a very profitable venture. 

For those of you who are not familiar with the event, it 
goes like this: We take the Triathletes out to near Akatraz, 
have them swim to the Rock, and at a signal go like the 
dickens headed for the club. The swim, about IVt miles, 
goes through rough water, treacherous currents, and 
temperatures low enough to put two lumps in your 
throat. 

Dried off, they mount bicycles and head across the GG 
Bridge for Mill Valley (about 1 hour ride) where they 
dump the machines, climb up and over the flanks of Mt. 
Tarn, down into Muir Woods, up again and over to Stin- 
son Beach. At the beach they turn around and head back 
to Mill Valley. 

AH contestants will receive a trophy, a belt buckle and a 
tee shirt at an awards dinner at the club. Pasta for all en- 
trants and their guests {for an additional five doUars 
apiece). 

We will need your help to make it go well. We will 
need every available boat in the water, that's our number 
one priority. We will also need aid stations, timers, 
recorders, and maybe pacers for those who do not know 
the course. It will take a lot of us to do the job well. Please 
be receptive to the chairpersons of the various parts of the 
event when they ask for your time on Aug. 28. There is a 
tee shirt in your future for helping. 

Walt Stack, just back from the Paris marathon, was 
recently presented in Florida with what he calls an 
"Oscar" (Scott Hamilton Award) for being the outstand- 
ing running club president in the nation. His club, the 
SFDSE Runners is one of the two largest clubs in the 
country with 1200 members (down from 3000 due to a lot 
of copy cat clubs springing up). Those in attendance 
agreed Walt deserved an oak leaf cluster for also being one 
of the best of after dinner speakers. For the fans of Walt in 
the Qub here's how his career box score currently 
Stacks up:

Boston Marathon. Dolphins running in and

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Hawaiian Ironman Triathlon, Received a nice let- 
ter from our Running Commissioner, Joe Oates, reporting 
on this years Ironman. This is such an incredible, and 
Dolphin -like event and because Joe's first hand account is 
so good lets hear it: 

Three members of the Dolphin Club competed in and com- 
pleted the recent Ironman Triathalon in Hawaii. This event 
consists of a 2.4-mile roughwater swim followed by a ' 
112-mile bicycle ride, capped off with a 26.2-mile marathon 
run. Peter Matty's time was a shade under 15 hours, Joe 
Oakes was some 20 minutes behind that, and Pete Butler 
was a wee bit behind Joe. The average age of these three 
guys is 50-1- , with Joe being the l<id at 47. 

This year the race was held on the Kona side of the 
Island. The water was a little bit rough, but not really bad. 
The swim was held in a semi-protected bay, and the currents 
are not really strong. The only difficulty we might have had 
was towards the very end. Water temperatures, of course, 
were unbelievably pleasant. 

The bicycle ride in this race is probably the most difficult 
Of the three events, it's 112 miles of road, bucking heavy, 
heavy headwinds on the north end of the Island. Top that off 
with the fact that we are cycling in the sun all day long (ap- 
proximately seven hours on that infernal machine), and that 
the temperature's well over 100° in some areas. One of the 
things about the race is the beautiful attitude of the 
Hawaiian people. They had an aid station for us every five 
miles, witti smiling faces handing out fresh water or ERG. 
There were 584 contestants, and there must have been over 
1,000 people working at the aid stations which were located 
every five miles during the bike race, and every mile during 
the fool race. 

There's good news and bad news about the foot race. 
The bad news is that nobody really feels like running a 
marathon after having exercised for some eight or nine 
hours prior to it. The good thing is that by that time the sun 
is starting to set and you don't have the direct heat of the 
sun to work you over. It's a little bit easier to run in the cool, 
cool, cool of the evening. That may be one of the reasons 
why about 90 percent of the starters were able to finally 
finish, some of them the next day 

For the third year in a row, ABC Wide World of Sports 
made a big deal of this event. There were some good shots 
of Dave Horning from the South End Club while he was in se- 
cond place during the bicycle portion of the event. Unfor- 
tunateiy, Dave's body signs started to deteriorate and he had 
to withdraw from the race. You will recall that Dave was the 
winner of last year's Escape from Alcatraz Triathlon. Joe 
Oakes also was on TV, but his shots were a little bit different. 
The ABC helicopter hovered over the mens' changing area 
just long enough to get a good shot of some of the whitest 
parts of Joe's body. 

The event will be run again in October. Up until now it 
was contested in January, but some of the people from back 
East have difficulties training for the event during the winter- 
time. Very encouraging is the fact that there are a lot of 
good, strong women competitors. They are getting more 
numerous and better every year. Also encouraging is the fact 
that athletes from several nations showed up. We had peo- 
ple from England, Australia, Hong Kong, Japan (lots of 
Japanese), Burmuda, Canada, Mexico, etc. It all made for a 
very fine, fun event.

• 250 feet and 3000 passengers was the maximum 
size due to hull strength 

• Ports of call: Tiburon, Sausalito, Oakland, Napa 

• The walking beam engine was the most durable 
engine (110 yrs) and could be readily recommis- 
sioned. The Eureka in front of the club has one. 

• A run from S.F. to Tiburon was made by the 
Tamalpais in ITV: minutes.

U.S. Triathlon Series-Long Beach, July 10, 1982 

Peter Butler and Joe Oakes had a duel in Long Beach. 
This Triathlon gattiered over 900 competitors, some ironmen 
and some relays. The course consisted of a two kilometer 
loop swim in the Long Beach Marina, a 35 kilometer bicycle 
race, largely in the San Gabriel sewage ditch, and a 15 
kilometer (9.3 miles) run through the streets of Long Beach. 

The day started hot at 7 a.m. The swim start was all 
fingernails and fists, with several battered people getting 
pulled from the water. The temperature of the water was 
close to 70°F and the course was flat and fast. Joe exited 
the water in 38 minutes, followed by Peter less than a minute 
back. 

The bicycle course was hairy with narrow pathways, a lot 
of broken glass, several slippery underpasses, and four very 
sharp and dangerous U-turns. With that many bicycles, it 
was a dangerous situation. At about the twenty km mark, 
Peter went whizzing past Joe and stayed there to the end of 
the bike course, ending with about a 30-second lead. 

A fast change to running gear, a pit stop, and it was off to 
the foot races. The sun got higher and it got hotter. The good 
people of Long Beach showed up in force to give us water, 
hose us down, and encourage us to "go for it." At the finish 
line, Joe managed a slight edge over Peter, and both finished 
strong and commendably well in about three and one-quarter 
hours. 

After a couple of beers for breakfast, (compliments of 
Bud), they spent the next half hour recruiting triathietes for 
the "Escape from Alcatraz." Not surprisingly, our event is 
well-known in the L.A. area. Its reputation as a really intense, 
rugged triathlon is appreciated by our neighbors to the 
south, and we will have a number of them here at the 
Escape. 

Dave Horning of the South End Club did very well with a 
fourth place under very difficult circumstances. 

The following day Peter, not content with his triathlon ef- 
fort on Saturday, ran the grueling 26.2-miie San Francisco 
Marathon. Nice going!

Lawton And The Lounge Chairs 

Written by David Hull, Oct. 1980 

This morning I ate my lunch in the spacious, airy lounge of 
the Dolphin Club, as I often do. And at one of the card tables 
by the window sat Lawton Hughes, as he often does. 

Lawton was a fine, strapping athlete in his youth, a rowing 
champion. There are several pictures of him among the rows 
and rows of photos that line the knotty pine walls of this room. 
One of the singles in the boathouse below— a lapstrake double 
built in 1938— is named after him. 

He sits pecking at a portable typewriter, the perpetual 
c^arette smoke curling from an ashtray on the window ledge. 
He is faithfully performing his Dolphin Oub duty as treasurer, 
as he had done since way before my time. He doesn't greet 
people as they come into the room, but from time to lime he 
does glance sharply around the room and out the window. 

I have always wondered about the gigantic chairs in this 
lounge. They are of heavy construction, wooden, and the seat 
is perhaps three feet deep. They require the sitter to lie back, or 
be a giant. 1 find them comfortable. There are a full dozen of 
them here, each exactly alike, and arranged in two rows of five 
each, facing the windows and the bay. Two others are along a 
side wall, which is where I generally sit to eat. If anyone would 
know about these chairs, Lawton would. 

"Lawton, how long have these chairs been here.?" 

"I bought them in '38 from a dealer out about Valencia and 
14th. Cost $15 apiece." 

"Did he make them up for you?" 

"No, he had the full dozen of them there, I think. They 
were tapestry, too." 

Now they are vinyl covered, and some are in need of repair. 

"Some of the fellows suggested Chippendales, but I 
knew . . ." 

"They get rough use, wouldn't have lasted ten minutes," I 
said. 

"That was the year we moved the clubhouse over here from 
Polk Street, and fixed up this room. It was like a morgue in 
here, dark wood and small windows. But I knew we'd be 
spending more time inside over here because of the wind. We 
were more protected over at Polk Street."

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WINTER STORMS BATTER CLUB BEACH FRONT 



winter has not been kind to 
The Dolphin Club, On January 
29, wind-driven high tides 
severely damaged the pier and 
totally obliterated the 
suntan area known as The Pit, 

The excessively high tide was 
caused by three factors: (1) 
The full Moon was in perigee. 
This means it was the closest 
distance to the Earth in its 
28-day cycle. At this point, 
the Moon exerts an enormous 
influence on the tides. (2) 
The Sun was in perihelion. 
This means the Sun was as 
close to the Earth as it gets 
in its annual journey. To 
have this occur during peri- 
gee is very rare. (3) There 
was extremely low atmospheric 
pressure. Low atmosphere 
makes for very unstable 



weather conditions, i.e., 
rain and wind. 

Combined with these three 
elements was a Bay swollen 
with runoff. The Sun, the 
Moon, the storm all conspired 
to give us the highest tide 
since the state started 
recording in 1925: 8 feet 
over mean at the Golden Gate. 
Tides further up the Bay were 
even greater, with 10 feet in 
the Delta. 

The heavy surf damaged the 
already rotting crossmembers 
of the pier as well as some 
pilings. The winch was also 
placed out of commission, and 
decking torn out. 

The crossmembers are current- 
ly being replaced, and the 



winch is being repaired. The 
decking that was torn up has 
been replaced by a temporary 
steel plate. It is hoped that 
boats will be able to be 
launched again by middle or 
late March. Decking is 
scheduled for replacement 
some time in mid-April. 

The Pit is another story, 
"It was unbelievable," re- 
ported Randy Pinetti, who 
witnessed its destruction, 
"One huge wave just came up 
the beach and shook its 
walls. The next wave came 
in, ripped it apart, and 
washed it all out. Just like 
that." 

There are no current plans to 
replace The Pit.

D. Check tide on blackboard. 
Best to go out against the 
tide for an easy return. 



E. Log boat out listing all 
in the boat (including 
guests) . 

F. If your boat is too heavy 
and you're tired, ask for 
help. Host of the damage to 
boats is done by sloppy 
handling on the dock . 

G. Do not wash wood boats 
with fresh water -- just 
sponge dry. 

H. Do wash fiberglass boats 
down with fresh water hose. 

I. Log boat in upon return. 

J. Come back and do it all 
over again — rowing is a 
complete exercise. 

THE WIELAND 
RACE 

On November 19, 1982, a bit 
of Dolphin history was made.,- 
The Wieland and a hearty crew 
beat the South End's boat, 
South End , in a match race 
around Alcatraz. This is the 
first win for The Wieland in 
20 years. 

The victorious crew consisted 
of Jim Marino, Peter Brand, 
Scott Schwartz, Randy Pinetti, 
Ray Mey, Neal Snyderman, 
and cox. Bill Walden. 

The course was around the 
west end of the island, to 
Blossom Rock, then to The 
Club, for a total of three 
miles.

CORMORANTS 

Ecce phalacrocoracidae 



By Herman Zahler 



The large, black, slender- 
billed birds often seen 
perched on pilings in a 
spread-eagle stance or stand- 
ing erect with their necks in 
an "S" curve are the cormor- 
ants. They can often be seen 
silently flying in wedges or 
in long lines. 

The cormorant families world- 
wide amount to some 40 spec- 
ies, but on the Bay we have 
but three or maybe, four. 

Identification of the three 
species common to the Bay is 
primarily achieved by noting 
difference in color of face 
and throat. A caution on 
species identification is 
that the distinguishing char- 
acteristics are not present 
in the juveniles. The smaller 
pale-breasted, somewhat 
brown, cormorants are the 
juveniles, not the females! 
Among cormorants both male 
and female have identical 
appearance with perhaps some 
subtle differences apparent

A BIT OF CLUB HrSTORY 



In the interest of new members 
to the Dolphin Club we are 
reprinting the following 
address by Frank C. Staib, 
Financial Secretary, on the 
occasion of the 50th 
anniversary of the Club in 
1927. 

"The Dolphin Club owes its 
existence to the enthusiasm of 
four young men of aquatic 
inclinations. It was in August 
1877 that these young men, 
inspired by a fondness for the 
water, organized the Dolphin 
Swimming and Boating Club. 

"The aims and objects of the 
Club were to improve its 
members in the arts of swimming 
and boating, and to cultivate 
social intercourse among them. 

"The popularity of the sports 
fostered by the Club brought 
within its fold John Wieland, 
Herman W. Wieland, Molph G. 
Wielaand, Edward C. Kalben, 
Fred M. Deucher, Emil Kehrlein, 
Val Kehrlein, Joe Kehrlein, P. 
Kehrlein, Edward Bornemann, J. 
Higgins, G, Baratz, Thomas T, 
Fraser, Ernest F. Lutgens, 
Adolph Prinz, and Albert C. 
Rothkopf . 

"These gentlemen were among its 
charter mentiers and membership 



was limited to twenty-five. A 
house of small dimensions and 
devoid of architectural beauty, 
situated on a sand hill, was 
the humble home of its pioneer 
members , 

"In the year 1880 the growing 
membership of the Club and the 
progressive spirit of those at 
its head, caused the purchase 
of a four-oared barge and the 
construction of a new boat 
house at the water' s edge on 
Montgomery Avenue and Beach 
Street. 

"The racing career of the 
Dolphins began auspiciously: 
They having won their maiden 
race, the honors of which were 
augmented by the winning of a 
handsome silver cup — the gift 
of Robert Tobin. 

"In 1881, the Club enlarged the 
sphere of its aims and objects 
by giving an excursion, which 
was attended with such social 
success as to warrant 
repetition each year. 

"From 188.0 to 1886 the Club 
increased its membership until 
it was found necessary, owing 
to its limited accomodations, 
to limit the membership to 
fifty. 



"In 1887, the Club added to its 
fleet of boats the largest and 
handsomest pleasure barge on 
the Pacific Coast, which was 
named "John Wieland" in honor 
of a friend and charter member 
of the Club. This barge is 
still in commission and in good 
order after forty years use. 

"In 1888, the Club incorporated 
under the laws of the State of 
California. 

"In 1890, the increased 
inactivity of the older members 
due to twelve years of devotion 
to the king of sports, 
suggested the infusion of new 
life into the Club. 

"With the introduction of new 
members came renewed activity 
as a result of which what 
promised to be the finest boat 
house on the Coast, when 
completed, was erected in thee 
winter of 1895, at the foot of 
Van Ness Avenue, at a cost of 
S1800. This is the present 
house now moved in August 1927 
to the foot of Polk Street and 
situated temporarily in the 
proposed site of The Aquatic 
Park. 

"Today, besides swimming and 
boating as originally planned, 
the Club now has a Solarium on 
the roof for sun bathers, hot 
and cold showers, exercising 
machines, etc. And in the 
annex, two handball courts with 
spectators gallery, said to be 
the best on the Coast; and a 
fleet of more four-oared barges 
and shells, single skiffs, 
canoes and pleasure boats than 
all other clubs on the Bay 
combined. 

"The Annual Run and Dip in the 
Ocean Beach on New Year's and 
the Annual Swim across the 
Golden Gate were first staged 
by this club. 

"Membership is now 260. Life 
members (25 years or over) , 12. 

"The finances were never better 
than they are today, and 
everything under its roof is 
owned and paid for."

with all the interest the Club 
now has in swimming, perhaps it 
would be appropriate to give a 
bit of recognition to two 
soft-spoken Dolphins in our 
midst who have given more to 
vigorous lifetime swinuning than 
most any other couples in the 
history of the world! Purple 
prose but true. There is no 
space for biographies so the 
following brief outlines will 
have to suffice. 




RAY 

1932 — Swims for Aptos Jr. 
High. Sets City record (12.1 
for 25 yd. free) . 

1935 — Swims for Jewish 
Community Center and letters at 
Balboa H.S. (later BHS Hall of 
Fame) . 

1936 — Swims for Crystal 
Plunge with Charley Sava and 
later Ann Curtis, et al. 

1939 — Swims for Olympic Club. 
1939 — Swims briefly for Billy 
Rose in Worlds Fair at Treasure 
Island with Johnny Weismuller 
and Esther Williams, but quits 
to be eligible for MO Olympics. 
1939-41 — Swims all the big 
national regional meets, top 
2-3 in the nation (backstroke) . 
Unfortunately in the next lane 
was the legendary Adolph 
Kiefer. Still Ray broke 
Keifer's 50 yd. national record 
once, while setting numerous 
regional records. 
1946-50 — Olympic Club water 
polo players. Aquatic 
director, water shows, swim 
lessons. 

1948-60 — Active in Dolphin 
Club, doing all Bay swims, etc. 



1955 — Builds "Ray Taft Swim 

School" in San Mateo. 

1955-80 — Starts and runs San 

Mateo Marlins Age Group Swim 

Team; produces Olympic swimmers 

(Stickles) . 

1970-80 — Starts and runs 

Marl in Masters, adult swim team. 

1972 — Puts on the first 

Masters National AAU sanctioned 

swim championships. 

1980 — Shaves down and wins 

nationals. 

1932-83 — Regular swim workouts, 

1970-83 — Numerous gold 

medals, records, etc., in 

Masters swimming.

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A DOLPHIN LEGEND 



Few people in the Dolphin Club 
have ever earned the accolade 
"legendary" for their athletic 
exploits in the manner that 
Suzanne Heim has. The Club has 
had the famous Captain Evans 
who swam from the Farallons 
after being trained by the 
famous Jack LaLanne. Mike 
Garibaldi held most every Club 
record at one time or another 
and attempted swims never 
before made by Dolphins such as 
the round trip to Angel Island, 

But when you look at the record 
of this 25-year-old special 
education teacher from San 
Rafael you can see how it 
really does stands apart. 

In the last year Suzanne has 
done the following: 

She is the first person to 
swim the "Prison to Prison" 
swim from San Quentin to 
Alcatraz (3 miles, 2 hours 53 
minutes) ; 

She is the first person to 
swim the "Bay to Breakers" from 
the Bay Bridge to Ocean teach 
(10 miles, 2 hours 10 minutes); 

She swam the San Mateo Bridge 
from Elayward to Foster City (9 
miles, 3 hours 21 minutes) in 
5-foot swells, rain, hail, and 
lightning. (She then ran four 
miles in 32 minutes to complete 
the Charge of the Lite Brigade 
13-mile run ahead of the last 4 
runners doing the same route on 
foot) ; 

Suzanne completed her most 
spectacular feat when she swam 
from Crockett at the Carquinez 
Straits bridge, under the 
Richmond-San Rafael Bridge, and 
finished at the Golden Gate 
Bridge. She covered a distance 



of 27 miles in 5 1/2 hours. 
This is approximately the same 
distance as the Farallons to 
the City, albeit under more 
favorable seas, A marathon 
effort that is nothing short of 
astounding; 

Finally, as if to cap off her 
summer with a final salute to 
the traditional Dolphin Club 
record board, she took on the 
mighty Golden Gate channel. On 
August 31, in 59 degree water, 
Suzanne broke one Club record 
and set one of her own. 
Suzanne became the first person 
to swim the Gate four times 
(two round trips) ever. As if 
this was not enough, her first 
round trip broke Dave Kenyon's 
record of 50 minutes by 
completing it in only 47. Her 
time for the quadruple crossing 
was 1 hour and 55 minutes, 

Suzanne attributes much of her 
successes to the many Dolphins 
that assist her in her record 
swims.

This message is for the members 
who are sometimes a bit tardy 
in paying their dues. At the 
request of many members I have 
re-established the practice of 
posting a delinquent list. 

For your information, Article 
II, Section 11 (a) of the 
Dolphin Club By-Laws, dealing 
with Termination of Membership, 
states "Any member whose 
indebtedness to this Club, 
incurred for dues, fines, 
assessments or other reasons, 
exceeds the sum of one month's 
dues shall be considered 
delinquent." 

I don' t intend to terminate the 
membership of members who are 
delinqueent by $20. I went 
through the trauma of 
terminating 150 delinquent 
members in 1971, with the help 
of the then-Locker Captain Pete 
Bianucci and his wire cutters. 
I do not wish to repeat that 
experience. 

On February 1, 1983, 1983, 36% 
or 216 Dolphin members owed at 
least $20 in dues. If the 
By-Laws were strickly enforced, 
the Locker Captains would have 
had to work day and night 
cleaning out the lockers of 
delinquent members. The new 
members on the locker lists and 
the members who have 



persistently requested that I 
terminate delinquent members 
would have been happy. 
However, some of you 216 
delinquent members might have 
been annoyed. 

I want to thank all members who 
pay their dues promptly, and 
all members who pay a little 
less promptly. Hopefully, the 
latter category will dwindle as 
time goes by.

BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 



Fall and Winter storms have ripped 
across the cove over the past few years, 
leaving the Club and surrounding 
beachfront frail and disfigured. Through 
the determined efforts of the Building 
Committee, repair and restoration have 
progressed at an impressive rate. 
Numerous DOLPHIN members deserve 
recognitiori for their efforts - many 
volunteering several weekends to the 
task. 

Brock Settlemeier led a group of 
volunteers in repairing and rerigging 
the launching apron of the dock. It is 
now in working order. 

Conrad Von BlaakenbGrg's highly 
respected construction company was 
contracted to rebuild the seawall and 
the connection between the deck and 
the dock. The new seawall should 
prevent further damage that has 
occured almost annually to the 
shoreside facilities from high tide and 




winter storm surge. Conrad and his new 
crew have done a superb Job. The Club 
owes thanks to engineer Bob Von 
Blaricon of the Presidio Yacht Club who 
volunteered his efforts as an exchange 
courtesy. His engineering of the wall 
cleared the way through the maze of 
reviews and permits required by the SF 
Park and Rec, the BCDC, the Army 
Corp of Engineers, the Port 
Commission, the Park Service, etc. and 
enabled Dan Osborne to get the job 
approved by those agencies and 
underway. 

Herman Zahlei's personal efforts to 
build and extend a new sundeck next to 
the weight room has already seen good 
use during a couple of rare, sunny 
winter weekends. 

Alter a difficult search to find a 
contractor willing and able to do the 
multi-faceted task of repairing our aging 
and complex roof and walls. Building 
Committee member Bill Arietta found 
Oceanside Sheet Metal to undertake the 
Job. In addition to the conventional 
roofing, plumbing, and carpentry 
repairs, they have corrected many leaks 
by installing new flashing done in 
stainless sheet -steel in order to prevent 



the corrosion which is a problem here 
because of the damp, salt laden air. 

On the horizon, Dan Osborne has listed 
several projects coming up in addition 
to the task of ongoing maintenance of 
Club facilities. New flooring in the 
men's locker room and a new exterior 
paint job are top priority items. Also, 
continuation of the job started by Dino 
Landucci and Hugo Buchholz on the 
weight room. Earlier this year the old 
paint was stripped off to make a clean 
surface for painting. 

Volunteers should see a member of the 
Building Committee.

SWIMMING IN THE 
BAY 



Swimming can be a very relaxing form 
of exercise as well as a very vigorous 
aerobic workout. The medium we swim 
in is very familiar to all of us, as we 
drink it, bathe in it, ski over it, and our 
bodies are made up of 65% water. 

Open water swimming is a httle trickier 
than pool swimming. In a pool, water 
conditions are predictable - 
temperature and water movements are 
controlled. In open water, temperature 
and surface conditions can change 
instantaneously due to weather, tides 
and currents. Salt water as compared to 
fresh water has especially nice qualities: 
The swimmer floats easily and the salt 
content of the water helps the water 
hold a warmer temperature. 

For hearty souls, swimming in the Bay 
is a great challenge. The following 
guidelines will make for a more 
enjoyable swim: 

• Wear a comfortable Ughtweight 
swimsuit that does not impede your 
movement (not too snug, not too loose, 
etc.); 

• Wear at least one latex/rubber swim 
cap for warmth. Most body heat is lost 
through the head; 

• Use goggles if the water irritates 
your eyes: 

• To keep cold water out of your ears, 
use earplugs or lambswool; 

• Use lubricant such as Vaseline in 
areas of your body that may chafe 
(underarms, neck, legs); 

• Stretching excercises before and 
after swimming help muscles stay loose; 

• Be sure to warm up your body 
before entering the water 
(suggestions: calesthenics, running and 
using the sauna); 

• On entering the water, stay in 
shallow water until the shock of the cold 
water has diminished and normal 
breathing has been restored; 

• Your first experience in the water 
should not be for longer than 10 
minutes; 

• Try to swim at least 3-4 times per 
week; 

• Increase your time in the water no 
more than 2S% per week. 

• If you get cold at any time, swim 
toward the beach and get out. 

Look over the course you are going to 
take before getting into the water. 
Check the tide book for predicting 
water movement. Observe how clean or 
debris-congested the water is that day. 
Look at a wind indicator, such as a flag, 
to determine how much the surface of 
the water is moving. What have the 



weather conditions been lately? If there 
have been storms expect swells and 
possibly wave action on the shore. 

Some Bay swims are done in less than 
optimum conditions. If there are waves, 
dive straight into them, under the curl. 
Turn your side to the waves at the 
shore. If caught in a wave, roll with it 
until you feel the turbulence subside. 
Waves come in sets, progressing in size. 
If a current and/or tide is too strong for 
you to make headway, do not fight it, 
even if you have to swim into shore and 
walk to your destination. 

Cold water, no matter what 
temperature, should be given even 
greater consideration because of 
hypothermia (lowering of the body core 
temperature). Following are the stages 
of hypothermia: chills, numbness in any 
body part, muscle tightness, 
disorientation, false feeling of well- 
being, sleepiness, rigidity, 
unconsciousness. If not warmed at this 
point death may be imminent. 

Here are the ways to care for a victim of 
hypothermia: Get the person out of the 
water. Wrap them in a woo! blanket (or 
any dry clothing to keep the body 
temperature from dropping) or put them 
in a warm shower (hot water is too 
much of a shock). After the person is 
warmed, warm fluids (NOT alcohol) may 
be given to the victim. If the swimmer is 
unconscious or not responding to noise 
or light stimulus, call for help (dial 
911). 

You can help yourself by being smart 
and becoming informed. Learn to read 
warning signs in your own body and get 
out of the water before you are cold. If 
you have questions, seek out 
experienced bay swimmers and rowers. 
Swim with someone, not by yourself. 
To participate in Dolphin Club 
scheduled swim: 

• Purchase an orange ftourescent cap 
from Joe Bruno; 

• Obtain swimmer number from swim 
commissioners befor the day of event; 

• Sign name on event sign-up sheet , 
befor the day of event; 

• Attend pre-swim meeting on the 
morning of the swim; 

• Follow rules stated at the bottom of 
the Dolphin Club swim schedule and 
read swim notices on the Bulletin 
Board.

Just back from the U.S. Olympic 
Trials in New Jersey, Doug Ware 
and Dave Gleeson are gearing up 
for the next event, the USRA Na- 
tionals at Lexington Reservoir in Los 
Gatos where they should meet some 
of the same competition. Ware and 
Gleeson, racing in the Men's Elite 
Coxless Pair division, took a tough 
draw in the 1st round of the Olym- 
pic Trials, rowing against the even- 
tual 1st and 2nd teams of the event. 
For their second row, they had a 
much better race, coming in a 
length out of second. There were 26 
teams entered, predominately from 
the East Coast. 

Earlier this year. Ware and Gleeson 
took 3rd in two races, the Southwest 
Regionals, May 28 in Sacramento 
and the Long Beach Small Boats 
Regatta on June 9. They used a bor- 
rowed boat from University of CA, 
Berkeley, which they had spent little 
time training in. 

Ware and Gleeson who have been 
rowing together for two years train

on Lake Merced and in the weight 
room at the Club, combining 
technical practice with strength 
training. Because coaching and rac- 
ing experience are hard to come by 
in the Bay Area, Ware and Gleeson 
are at a disadvantage among other 
teams. 

Bill Fink will also be rowing in Los 
Gatos under the Stanford team in a 
Cox 4. Fink recently returned from 
Rome where he competed on a 
veteran's team from Oxford Univer- 
sity. Leading until the last two 
strokes, Oxford placed second after 
an all-star crew from Rome. The 
teams alternate sites each year, with 
the host country putting up the 
others and loaning them the eguip- 
ment to row. 

Breaking their old record, Dee Hill- 
Mey and Ray Mey won the North 
Lake Tahoe Rowing Regatta, June 
23 for the fifth straight year. Rowing 
the FRANK DRUM, a double, they 
had a lime of 1 hour, 11 minutes 
over the 1 1 mile course. There were 
39 entries in all classes, kayaks, 
dorries, doubles, singles and triples. 



In a 4 V2 mile course, Randy 
Bradner and Robert Steele placed 
7th out of 22 in the Sausalito Row- 
ing Regatta on April 15. They were 
rowing the TEMPLETON. 

BOATHOUSE 



The Boat House is in excellent 
shape with 6 single whitehalls and 2 
double whitehalls ready for use. The 
3rd double, the CRONIN is in for 
some minor repair and is due back 
shortly. 

The VIKING, a wooden double, has 
been out for two years, which ac- 
counts for the lack of DOLPHIN 
CLUB entries into regattas around 
the bay. There are about eight races 
on the bay each year. When the 
VIKING returns, it will be com- 
pletely rigged for racing and should 
be very competitive with other 
Whitehall boats in the area. 
The LANDUCCI, a wooden single, 
has been under the care and atten-

tion of local boot builder John 
Bielinski. There are very few boat 
builders around and the renewed 
interest in wooden boats has made 
their services hard to come by. The 
DOLPHIN CLUB is fortunate to 
have John Bielinski in our shop, he 
is a well thought of and talented 
boat builder, 

Bielinski has completed the major 
structural work on the LANDUCCI 
including replacing the keel and 6 
strakes. Dino Landucci himself will 
be doing the finishing work on the 
interior and exterior surfaces. 
Bielinski will then reinstall new 
frames, stringers, stretchers and 
thwarts. 

The DOLPHIN CLUB boats are 
valued anywhere from $6000 to 
$40,000 each, if it is possible to 
place a dollar amount on such 
historic boats. It will be well worth 
the wait for the return of these boats 
to insure guality work on the 
restoration of these valuable boats. 



BAY 

GENERAL ROWING PROGRAM 

The Dolphin Club offers qualified 
members a safe and sensible pro- 
gram for the recreational use of 
club boats. The objective is 1) to of- 
fer a pleasant rowing experience, 2) 
to encourage proper boat handling 
and 3) to assure careful use and 
maintenance of club boats. 

Rowing in San Francisco Bay is a 
long standing time honored tradition 
deeply rooted in Bay Area history. 
The rowing of the Dolphin Club 
Whitehall and other small craft, for 
over 100 years, is a significant part 
of that tradition. By careful observa- 
tion of club rowing regulations, you 
can enjoy being a part of that tradi- 
tion and assure its continuity. 

It is critical for new members, as 
well as old, to learn about the boats 
in the Club and how to use them. 
Rowing in the Bay can be en- 
joyable, but it also can be hazar- 
dous, particularily due to the tides 
and currents in the Bay. Rowers and 
swimmer should have a copy of the 
tide tables. The following are the 
boat regulations that are posted in 
the Boat House, above the boat log- 
out book. 



GENERAL BOAT 
REGULATIONS 

The following boats are available for 
use by qualified club members on- 
ly - no guests: 

Hughes - double Whitehall 
Farrell - double Whitehall 
Cronin - double Whitehall 
Smith - double fiberglass Whitehall 
Foster - single Whitehall 
Templeton - double fiberglass 
Whitehall 

Qualified members may take a guest 
in other single rowing boats in the 
boathouse. Guests are required to 
pay the guest fee. 
Each Saturday morning at 9:oo 
a.m., a member of the rowing com- 
mittee will be on hand to instruct 
and qualify rowers. 
Please report to the boat captain 
damage or wear to the boats at 
check in. Make a notation in the 
log. Pilots are granted priority in 
the use of boats during swimming 
events and regattas. 

BOAT CHECK-OUT 

1) Log boat out by making an entry 
in the log book. Note names of 
guests, if any. 

2) Assure boat is equipped with one 
lifejacket per person (USCG regula- 
tions), bailing bucket, sponge and 
related equipment. You may wish to 
bring along hand tools to make 
minor boat adjustments. 

3) Make a preliminary safety check 
of the boat including hulls, oars, 
oarlocks, sliding seats, painter and 
other gears. 

4) Apply lubricant to oarlock pins 
and to oar button and leather 
(sleeve) surfaces that interface with 
oarlock. Clean and dry sliding seat 
tracks. Do not oil or grease seat 
tracks or rollers. 

5) Insert cork into bail hole, star- 
board aft on most wooden hulls. 

6) Check tide in the tide and cur- 
rent tables or on the blackboard. 
Observe general weather, wind, 
water surfaces and general boating 
conditions. Tides in the bay are ex- 
tremely hazardous to small boats. 
For safety, each rower must learn to 
read and understand tide and cur- 
rent tables including high tide and 
time, low tide and time, tide ranges, 
currents, slack water, maximum cur- 
rent, velocities, flood direction, ebb 
direction and eddies in and around 
cove, wharfs, spits, and islands. If 



you have not learned basic seaman- 
ship and are unable to interpret tide 
information, you are not qualified to 
log out a boat. 

7) Roll out boat to the edge of the 
fixed portion of the pier. Use the 
blue wooden block to block the 
wheels from the rear. Operate the 
winch to lower the apron to a posi- 
tion slightly above the water line. 
With painter in hand, lift and push 
the boat of the dolly on to the apron 
and into the water. Keep boat 
upright and slide on the keel. 
Launch boat slowly and carefully, 
do not drop boat. Careful launch 
and pullout of the boat at the dock 
is absolutely necessary for rower 
safety and to eliminate damage to 
these historic and valuable boats. 

8) Board (and disembark) boat from 
the port or starboard side, not over 
the bow or transom. 

9) Upon returning from rowing, 
carefully maneuver the boat to the 
edge of the apron. Ask assistance of 
other members if you require help 
to pull out the boat. 

10) Hose down with fresh water the 
outside of wooden boats and their 
oars. DO NOT hose down the in- 
terior of wooden boats with fresh 
water. Sponge down the interior of 
wooden boats as well as oars. 

1 1 ) Hose down with fresh water the 
outside of the fiberglass boats and 
the oars. You may use fresh water to 
clean the inside of fiberglass boats. 
Sponge down the interior of the 
fiberglass boats as well as the oars. 

12) Roll boat back into boathouse 
taking care not to scrape or touch 
boats or objects in the boathouse. 

13) Assure that the boat is left in a 
neat and orderly manner resting in 
the baot skeg. Store gear in assign- 
ed space, Hang out wet lifejackets, 
caution vests, flags, and other gear 
to dry. 

14} Log boat in by completing entry 
in log book. Report any damage to 
the boat captain. Make notation in 
the log book on damage, repairs, 
adjustments made, or unusual boat 
or rowing conditions. 
15) Finally, come back and do it all 
over again. Rowing the Dolphin 
Club boats is a valuable experience 
and good exercise. Members are 
urged to read and learn about boats 
so that you will enjoy them more 
and share your knowledge and skills 
in their upkeep. Remember, rowing 
is a San Francisco tradition.

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PILOT POINTERS 

The success of the Dolphin Club 
swim program is due largely to the 
efforts of the individuals who 
volunteer to pilot. In fact, without 
pilots, there would be no swim pro- 
gram. The U.S. Coast Guard 
recommends a pilot/swimmer ratio 
of 1 to 3. Many of our club swims 
come close to 1 to 2, which is an 
excellent ratio and indicates the 
dedication of our pilots to the swim 
program. Swim Commissioner Vince 
Huang would still like to see more 
Dolphins become involved in 
pilohng for swims, as well as swim- 
mers helping pilots pull their boats 
in and out. It's a good experience 
and continues to strengthen the 
swim program. 

The following guidelines, suggested 
by the Swim Commission, should be 
reviewed by both potential pilots 
AND swimmers. 

BEFORE LEAVING DOCK 

1) All boats and small crafts are 
reserved for the piloting of swims on 
the swim dates, as determined by 
the Swim Commission. No boats 
may be taken out for recreational 
use. 

2) Anyone taking out a boat should 
be checked out by the Boat Cap- 
tain. Boats must be logged out and 
all check-out rules observed. 

3) Pilots should attend the pre-race 
instruction meeting given by the 
Swim Commissioners so that the 
course and conditions are known 
and understood. 

4) The boat should be equipped 
with lifejackets. Blankets on board 
are highly desirable, especially for 
longer swims. A man overboard flag 
must be posted. This is an instantly 
recognizable sign that indicates 
there is a swimmer in the water. It 

is also advisable for pilots to wear 
orange for visability purposes. 

5) No passengers may be taken out 
in a boat during a swim. The space 
must be available in the event a 
swimmer must be pulled. 

PILOTING THE SWIM 

6) Pilots are responsible for the 
safety of the swimmers, by monitor- 
ing the course for boat traffic and 
monitoring the condition of in- 
dividual swimmers. Pilots are also 



responsible for keeping the swim- 
mers on the correct course. 

7) Pilots should not stay with just 
one swimmer or follow behind the 
swimmers. To effectively monitor the 
course, pilots must move between 
many swimmers. This is important to 
the confidence of the swimmer as 
well as their safety. 

8) Larger crafts should generally 
row on the periphery of the course. 
In cross-channel swims, there 
should be pilots on both sides of the 
course. 

9) When a swimmer is off-course it 
is the pilot's responsibility to guide 
the swimmer back. Communicating 
with a swimmer must be done on 
their breathing side. Even close up, 
a swimmer may not be able to hear 
the instructions. The following com- 
mon sense hand signals are sug- 
gested to maneuver a swimmer back 
on course: a) bring your hands to 
your chest to bring a swimmer 
closer to you; b) make a slicing 
movement with your forearm in the 
direction a swimmer should go; c) 
hand signal the o.k. sign when a 
swimmer has adjusted their course 
or just to let a swimmer know they 
are on course and doing fine; d) as 
a last resort, where a swimmer may 
be in jeopordy and you cannot get 
their attention, CAREFULLY use an 
oar lightly extended to the swim- 
mer's shoulder. 

WHEN TO PULL A SWIMMER 

10) Sometimes it is necessary to pull 
a swimmer from the race. The swim- 
mer should be brought up on the 
stern of the boat. If it is not done 
properly, the boat can tip. You may 
want to signal a paddler for addi- 
tional help (a whistle on hand is 
very useful). 

1 1 ) A swimmer may call for 
assistance, recognizing they have a 
problem, such as a cramp or are 
too cold to continue. 

12) In other cases, you as the pilot 
must determine whether or not to 
pull a swimmer. Be able to 
recognize cues such as glassy eyed 
stare, facial changes or changes in 
stroke (slowing down or a sudden 
change in style). Approach the 
swimmer and ask if they are okay. If 
there is no response or the swimmer 
is incoherent, they should be pull- 
ed. If on a paddleboard, it is 
helpful to extend a life jacket to the 
swimmer, in a boat, extend an oar. 



Often the swimmer will automatical- 
ly grab hold when they need the 
assistance. 

13) You may also have to pull a 
swimmer due to time limit or when 
a current is too strong for the swim- 
mer to make the course. 

A FINAL NOTE FOR SWIMMERS 

Swimmers should at all times follow 
the direction of the pilots. Pilots are 
in a better position to monitor the 
course and to note unexpected 
changes in conditions. Safety is the 
first consideration in the continuing 
success of the Dolphin Swim 
program.

5. Time limits will be set for each swim. 

6. Swimmers must be members in good standing; swim fees ($20) and Club dues must be paid prior to participation.

Qualifications to swim Alcatraz and/oi Golden Gate 

In addition to rules 1 thru 7:

Gate and/or Alcatraz swims.

The 300 mile swim is a year-long 
accumulation of your swim mileage 
that will include the 100 mile swim 
and the Polar Bear swim.

Feverish competitors include 
Vince, Elmer Tosta, Bill Horgos, Pete 
Neubauer, Pavla Podolska and 
George Kebbe, but as the 
temperature dips (47 " at this 
writing) so does the pace. Keep 
track of your mileage and the 
leaders on the charts posted on the 
bulletin board outside the Staib 
room. Note: Spring and Summer 
swimmers, the average mileage per 
month is 2S to reach 300 by the end 



of the year. Don't wait too long to 
get back in the water! 

Rule Changes 

There have been a few new rules 
added to the Swim Program by the 
Commissioners, Begirming this 
month, new members will not be 
eligible to participate in any 
scheduled swim for 6 months from 
the date of membership acceptance 
(Board meeting). However, new 
members are encouraged to par- 
ticipate by helping out as a timer, 
recorder, judge or pilot (see Ned 
Hoffman for pilot requirements).

As Tom 
Hoffman points out, there is no 
credit given to swimmers who do not 
complete the swims in a reasonable 
time frame.

1. Absolutely no guests are allowed to participate in Club scheduled swims. 

2. Swimmers must wear fluorescent orange-colored cap in all out-of-cove swims. 

3. Out-of-cove swims are limited to a maximum of 60 swimmers and will have a pilot to swimmer ratio of 4:1 
(Alcatraz limited to 75 swimmers through lottery). 

4. Swim sign-up sheets will be posted 2 weeks prior to each scheduled swim. If you do not frequent the club on a 
regular basis, it is your responsibility to get your name on the sign-up list. 

5. Swim completion time limits will be set for each swim. 

6. Participating swimmers must be members in good standing; swim fees ($21) and current dues must be paid prior 
to participation. 

7. Now members are not eligible to participate in any scheduled swim lor 6 months from date of membership ac- 
ceptance (Board meeting). 

"QUALIFICATIONS TO SWIM ALCATRAZ AND/OR GOLDEN GATE 

In addition to rules 1-7 above: 

8. In-town menders must successfully complete two swims marked with an asterisk ( * ) plus one additional swim 
listed on the 1985 swim schedule. 

9. Out-of-town members (100 miles from SF) must have successfully completed 2 of last 3 Club scheduled Golden 
Gate and/or Alcatraz swims. 

10. Once a member has quahfied for Alcatraz/Golden Gate swims (completion of 3 qualifying swim), non-qualified 
members will get priority for qualifying swims.
